Fiebre JOSEPH M. DOAKES doesn’t mind 
claiming races. He says you have to have a 
place to run cheap horses, and you have to have 
a market for cheap horses, and if you didn’t have 
claiming races how’s the little feller gonna get 
along? 


His cousin, Racing Secretary Joseph M. Zilch, 
says you have to have claiming races if you want to 
keep any horses on the grounds. He says horse- 
men like claiming races, and will enter enough 
horses in them to keep the mutuel turnover high 
enough to pay minimum purses, and if a claimer 
draws ten starters and a non-claimer gets four or 
five, which one are you going to throw ‘out? What 
would YOU do? says he. Why, you’d do just like 
me and throw out the non-claimer that didn’t have 
enough entries to get $100,000 through the mutuels. 


There’s the situation, as of today. You can’t 
do much about it, since the economic pressures are 
nearly all on the side of an increase in claiming 
races, You don’t get action out of a man full of 
pie. There won’t be much resentment against 
claiming races until more horsemen begin to won- 
der why they're not getting along so well. But even 
in the midst of good times ‘the breeder’ s and 
owner’s finances can be curdled by giving over 60 
to 90 per cent of the races to selling platers. 


This is no time to spit against the wind. But 
even if the wind should change, what kind of non- 
claiming conditions could the racing secretaries 
write? The failure of the graded handicap has 
convinced most of them that the mass production 
methods of American racing demand more and 
more claiming races, at distances from six furlongs 
to a mile and an eighth. Will it be any wonder, 
as the same old song and dance is repeated race 
after race, that some of our customers will discover 
that it is just as well to stay at home? 


We are not convinced that the possibilities 
have been exhausted. We are not convinced that 
the American Turf, merely because of its size, must 
forever remain bogged down in the same old rut. 
We understand very well that the racing secretaries 
cannot effect changes without the co-operation of 
horsemen. But we hope they will not give up 
trying to gain such co-operation in something more 
profit: ible, to the industry as a whole, than claiming 
races. 


Along this line, there is a possibility which, 
as far as we know, has never been explored in this 
country. Whether it would appeal to horsemen 


to a significant extent we cannot predict with 
confidence, But there is enough of a chance that 
it seems worth while for some of our tracks to 
attempt it on an experimental basis. 


We refer to the ascending handicap. As its 
name implies, the bottom weight is established 
first, and there is no limit at the top. 


This is the reverse of the descending handicap, 
in which the best horse is weighted so as to give 
him a chance, and the worst horse gets in with a 
minimum which is still, in most cases, too high to 
give him an even chance with the topweight. Most 
of the handicaps run in North America are, in 
effect, descending handicaps, and they descend, in 
the main, from a top of 130 pounds or less. 


In a way the ascending handicap is a corollary 
of the descending, and a supplement to it. If the 
best horses are to have preference in one, the other 
should provide opportunities for horses of lesser 
class. For runners of moderate class the ascending 
handicap appears nearly foolproof. If a horse is 
entered whose class is much above that of the re- 
mainder of the field, the racing secretary will have 
the full privilege of weighting him “clear out of 
the race” if necessary. This type of race is made 
for just that purpose, to bring together horses of 
moderate abilities. 


As used in Italy, ascending handicaps are run 
at the rate of about one a day. The purses are 
usually about the same as in claiming races. No 
erading is necessary, since the handicapping itself 
can take care of any entry which appears out of 
line. Conditions can be made as in other races, 
for non-winners at this meeting, for non-winners 
of two races of such and such a value since such 
and such a date, for non-winners at this distance or 
more, etc., etc. 


Some horses would tend to alternate between 
claiming races and ascending handicaps. Others 
might run in both ascending and descending handi- 
caps, but the low weight in the latter might be the 
high weight in the former. 

There appears a possibility that in America 
the ascending handicap might be a good substitute 
for an occasional claiming race. It would not dis- 
criminate against moderate horses; it was made for 
them. But it would allow them to run more often 
without a price tag attached, and this in itself 
would tend to raise their value. 


Perhaps some track will make the experiment. 
If it fails, we have lost no ground, If it succeeds, 
we may have gained something.

On Taking Down of Numbers: 
Press and Jockey Club Disagree 


New York 
Debate on the New York disqualifica- 
tion rule, which places a disqualified horse 
last, has now reached the stage where the 
primary question is whether the newspa- 
pers or The Jockey Club writes the rule. 
The one side is highly vocal, the other 
remarkably stubborn, and it isn’t a badly 
matched contest. 


This department. being virtually alone 
in supporting the old rule. on the grounds 
that a disqualification is intended to dis- 
courage the offense rather than to correct 
the order of finish, has as a consequence 
been involved in arguments beyond any 
exact numbering. You would not enjoy 
hearing them repeated, because everyone 
who is interested at all knows in advance 
the reasons offered by both sides. 


But so much was heard of the hordes 
of suffering place and show bettors on 
disqualified favorites who left a bloody 
track dragging themselves away that it 
seemed well to look into the record of the 
season thus far. The season has been rea- 
sonably characteristic, as far as I can see, 
and what happened through the first 52 
days is likely to continue for the next 144. 


Well. there were seven disqualifications 
in the first 416 races. One of these was a 
disqualification out of third place, and 
the horse would have been put out of the 
money under any rule. Here, briefly, are 
the other six: 


On April 2 Danada Capt. was dis- 
qualified from second place. He was third 
choice in a field of 14, at better than 5 
to 1. The favorite won the race, so his 
backers weren’t hurt. They were, in fact, 
helped as far as the show price went, be- 
cause a 5-to-l1 chance was moved out of 
the money and a 36-to-1 chance moved in. 


On April 4 Blue Kay, at 18 to 1, was 
picked out of first place. This moved the 
second choice to second place. The favor- 
ite wasn’t affected. having lost his rider in 
the stretch. 


On Anril 21 Rocklye. a 1-to-3 shot, was 
disqualified after finishing first. This was 
the one which started the fuss, because he 
and the horse he fouled, the second 
choice. were lengths ahead of the rest of 
the field. Place and show bettors on the 
figure horse died in droves. However, 
they were back next day. 


On May 5 Jacopades, at 5 to 1. was set 
back. The favorite had finished fourth, 


so this moved him up to third and was 
a breath of life to those who played him 
to show. 


On May 12 Armelle, the favorite, came 
down after finishing first. Place and show 
bettors missed out. but there weren’t many 
of them, since the entire pool on the race 
was but $106,000. and most of that was 
in the win pool. 


On May 16 Orbit, having fouled the 
favorite. finished second at 3 to 1 and was 
disqualified. The favorite finished fifth, 
so it did him no good. 


Now it is contended that there are large 
numbers of people who bet heavily to 
show on chalk horses, and that these suf- 
fer unjustly when such horses are dis- 
qualified and placed last, instead of sec- 
ond or third. I do not particularly be- 
lieve this. since it does not show on the 
totalisator board. But let that one lie. 
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Twice. in 52 days. such hypothetical per- 
sons lost their show bets. as they might 
not have done under the rule which per- 
mits stewards to place a disqualified horse 
at their discretion. And once, in the same 
period, the present rule moved the favor- 
ite into the show spot. Since about two 
favorites out of three lose anyway, and, 
if last week is a fair sample. 16 out of 
48 finish out of the money without aid 
from the stewards. I cannot see that the 
disqualification rule, as it exists. disturbs 
what you might call the balance of nature 
at all. 


This is to give the subject a great deal 
more space than it deserves. But it will, 
I hope, indicate that this is strictly a tea-

pot tempest. 
hazards, mostly predicated on the fact 
that in a ten-horse race seven horses finish 
outside the money, but this is not one 


of the important ones. That so much is 
being made of it is, as I have said, large- 
ly because the subject seems to have been 
selected as a trial of strength between 
the press box and The Jockey Club. Any- 
body who is really interested in “the pub- 
lic” can find many more mighty monsters 
to slay.

John B. Campbell on Claimers: 


“The Horsemen 


Every so often Joe Estes figures out 
how many claiming races are appearing 
on U. S. racing programs and he comes 
to a slow boil. This happened not long 
ago when a check disclosed that more 
than 70 per cent claimers now are being 
run. 

The situation, he asserts with justifica- 
tion, is not doing the breeders any good 
because many prospective owners will not 
invest in a yearling if they can claim a 
ready-made horse, up to racing and more 
or less proved as to ability. And at the 
rate at which claiming races are increas- 
ing, more than 90 per cent of U. S. 
horses are being classified as selling 
platers. There are other reasons for 
decrying the rise of the claimer. 

These ideas were advanced by him, 
once more, at a recent meeting of the 
Thoroughbred Club of America. The re- 
action was mixed. for claiming races are 
not friendless among horsemen. They 
also were set out in a Blood-Horse edi- 
torial (April 30, page 183), which was 
received with varying tolerance. 

One of those who took issue with the 
editorial was John B. Campbell, racing 
secretary and handicapper at the New 
York tracks. During the NASRC meet- 
ing the other week I sat at dinner with 
Mr. Campbell, who is the leading Amer- 
ican handicapper, by everybody’s vote. 
and a first-class racing secretary. 

“IT would have written you fellows a 
letter.” he said by way of opening, “but 
I figured you’d cut me to pieces, so I didn’t 
write it.’ I assured him that far from 
chopping him up, we would welcome an 
expression from his side of the desk, and 
we made an appointment for later in the 
week. 

When we got together in his office at 
Belmont Park he delivered the opening 
line of his letter: “Claiming races are 
governed to a great extent by the people 
who own the horses.” 

Then he outlined the claiming-race sit- 
uation as it is in New York. Here it is, 
as he sees it: 

“Take, for example. the 2-year-old divi- 
sion. About 45 per cent of our horses 
at the New York tracks are 2-year-olds. 
We have requests for claiming races for 
2-year-olds. If we don’t have them, their 
owners will ship them somewhere else. 
Bear in mind that within a short shipping 
tadius of New York are the three New 
Jersey tracks, Delaware Park, Narragan- 
sett, Suffolk, and Rockingham. It’s no

trouble at all for a trainer to move out of 
New York if we don’t give him what he 
wants. 

“There’s a lot of talk in favor of graded 
handicaps, and a lot of propaganda against 
them. Well, whatever you might say in 
their favor has to be viewed in the light of 
how the horsemen accept them. 

“It’s reached the stage that you have 
to hand out crying towels every time you 
make up a graded list. If a pretty good 
horse gets beat twice in a graded race, 
his trainer thinks he should be dropped 
in grade. Those races just aren’t filling. 
So far as claiming races for the higher 
priced horses are concerned, you have 
them because people want them. They 
usually fill, and they usually produce a 
good race. 

“Regardless of the complaint about 
claiming races for $15,000 horses or bet- 
ter, there still seems to be quite a gap 
between a high-class claiming horse and 
a good handicap horse. Our trouble is 
that horses we put in the lower grades 
can ship to other places and win stakes. 
Then other owners feel that they should

be moved up a grade, but they don’t 
seem to realize that it’s still the same 
horse, even if he did win a stakes at an- 
other track. 

“My observation has been that there’s 
always a hole in that kind of a horse. 
They can win if they’re in the right spot, 
but conditions have to be just right. 
Another thing, a lot of owners are willing 
to lose some races if they can maneuver 
into a spot and get a good price. Some- 
times they ship to another track and put 
their horse in a stakes, figuring that the 
bettors will not know their horse and will 
lay off him because of his record as it is 
shown by the past performance charts. 
All these things go together to make it 
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difficult to have graded handicaps. There 
doesn’t seem to be a great risk of losing 
a horse in one of the higher-priced claim- 
ing races unless he is a good horse. 

“In the graded races, the average train- 
er may not really think that his horse is 
in too high, but he wants to be in the 
softest spot he can find, so he fusses about 
the grade. If I moved every horse in 
Grade C to Grade B, and moved all the 
Grade B horses to Grade A, the groupings 
would be exactly the same, but the train- 
ers wouldn’t run their horses. It’s a 
matter of principle with them. The min- 
ute you do something around here that a 
trainer doesn’t like, he can load his horses 
on a van and be over in Jersey within 
three hours. In fact, they will ship out 
of New York to run in an identical race 
at another track, and for less money. 
They think the competition isn’t so stiff 
at the other places, and maybe they can 
win a bet. 

“Now, as for the cheaper claiming races. 
We've got to have a certain percentage 
of those races in New York in order to 
hold the horses and fill the programs. If 
I don’t have a certain number of cheap 
claiming races, the horses will desert me. 

“As far as actual work is concerned, it 
takes me more time to write the condi- 
tions for a claiming race than it does for 
other types of races. I’ve got to know my 
horses pretty well, and I’ve got to figure 
out how to space the races in order to 
attract the horses. They can’t race every 
day. 

“We try to have four non-claimers a 
day, but sometimes we have to drop an 
allowance or a graded race and _ substi- 
tute a claimer, or sometimes we split a 
claiming race. 

“Tt didn’t use to make any difference 
here in New York whether we had four 
horses in a race or 14, but now with that 
5 per cent extra tax we need more horses. 
If we don’t get the play in the mutuels, 
we can’t pay the purses. 

“There isn’t much need to get steamed 
up over a certain type of race, anyhow. 
Those things run in cycles. The response 
varies. A given kind of a race may fill 
for a while, and then suddenly nobody 
wants to get in. Even in a maiden race. 

“And in conclusion,” he said, “you 
can’t judge American racing by what they 
do in other countries. In countries where 
they have fewer claiming races than we 
do, they also have fewer races of all 
kinds. And they usually have all the 
good horses concentrated at one spot, so 
you can write a race that suits them.” 


Mr. Campbell’s dissent had been entered.

BROWN ROVER IN DERBY 


Only American-bred and -owned runner 
in the Derby to be run at Epsom Downs 
Saturday. June 4. is William Woodward's 
Brown Rover. by Fighting Fox out of La 
Rose. by *Jacopo. He has run well, both 
last year and this. but his trainer, Capt. 
Cecil Bovd-Rochfort. thinks Royal Forest 
(by Bois Roussel—Tudor Maid. by Hy- 
perion) the likely winner. He is hopeful. 
however, that Brown Rover “will make a 
good show.” 


Of the produce stakes run so far the 
most important for its classification value 
was the Prix Hocquart (1.200.000 francs. 
1144 m.). over the Derby distance in Eur- 
ope. Here Ambiorix failed. being beaten 
by Val Drake. who had finished third in 
his first public try-out. This colt (by 
Vatellor—My Drake. by Admiral Drake) 
is bred and owned by M. Leon Volterra. 
like last vear’s English Derby winner My 
Love. and has won the very race that My 
Love took last year before crossing to 
England. 

A lot has been said about the running 
of Ambiorix. Was he under his best or 
over a distance too long for him? After 
waiting until almost the last two furlongs 
he showed a good finishing speed but 
just managed to pass his pacemaker and 
stablemate Charleval. Ambiorix might pos- 
sibly have won had he run for himself. 
Behind these three came Pripet. making 
his second start. Highlander. also at his 
second start, Prince Hindou. previous win- 
ner of two races. and six others. 

It seems. with Val Drake and Amour 
Drake both belonging to M. Volterra. the 
French-bred and -trained have an excel- 
lent chance of winning the Epsom Derby. 
Other possible French runners in this clas- 
sic are Highlander. Targui. Gades. and 
Good Luck if the going is soft. Flocon, 
perhaps the most serious of the outsid- 
ers. probably will be kept for the Prix 
du Jockey Club (French Derby). 


THE FILLIES. Stakes for fillies only 
have heen from a mile to a mile and a 
quarter. At the short distance, Organdi. 
L’Oasis. and Musette have won the less 
important. The biggest stakes. the Poule 
d’Essai des Pouliches (1.300.000 franes. 
one mile). the French One Thousand 
Guineas. was shared by M. Boussac’s two

The last named was probably not yet up 
to 2-year-old form and neither was Coro- 
nation. a probable Epsom Oaks candidate 
at her best. 
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Plans for the Keeneland Sales 


Consignors to the Keeneland Summer 
Sales (July 25-28) were to meet at the 
Breeders’ Sales Company offices on Fri- 
day of this week to draw’ for places in 
the annual auction of Thoroughbred year- 
lings. Deadline for entering the sale was 
Wednesday. June 1. It was expected that 
approximately 430 yearlings would be 
sold from among the 800 or so originally 
nominated. A committee composed of 
Humphrey S. Finney and Robert Frakes 
inspected the original nominees for con- 
formation and soundness, passed their 
judgments on to the directors for final 
decision. 


These other sales also were on the 
company’s slate: an auction of mares and 
weanlings owned by Henry Lustig’s Villa 
Farms on the morning of Friday, July 29, 
day after the yearling sales. and two sales 
in the fall. 


In an effort to avoid the weight of 
numbers encountered at recent fall sales. 
it has been decided to hold a sale of 
yearlings beginning on Monday night.

Cretonne 
who had still to pick up in condition, won 
the Prix Penelope, beating Folrie and 
Merayah. She later ran fourth in the 
Oaks Trial Stakes at Lingfield. Cretonne 
is by Troon (by Fairway) out of Creme 
Chocolat, by Clarissimus. 


All eyes are now on the English classics 
and on the French Derby. Oaks. and 
Grand Prix. As these are run in June. 
it is probable. as in almost every vear. 
that the eventual winners of at least the 
French classics have not been seen until 
now at their very best,

Epic Returns Home to Win 
90th Running of King’s Plate 


TORONTO 
Of Epic it can be said “He came, he 
saw, he conquered.” 


That briefly sums up the 1949 running 
of the King’s Plate. For Epic did come 
from New York to carry the colors of E. 
P. Taylor. Toronto industrialist, in the 
Canadian classic. the race that is to 
Canadians what the Kentucky Derby is 
to Americans. He saw what he had to 
meet when he ran in the Plate Trial one 
week before, and conquered what he had 
hefore him then. 

And in the issue of the Plate itself at 
Woodbine Park last Saturday. with 38,000 
fans in the well-laid-out racing plant on 
the shores of Lake Ontario, he completed 
his job by taking the decision over his 
main rival, Speedy Trish. owned by 
George McCullagh. the Toronto publisher. 

For Mr. Taylor it was his first victory 
in the King’s Plate. a victory that all 
Canadian owners strive for. For trainer 
Bert Alexandra. it was also his first vic- 
tory. And for Jockey Chris Rogers it 
was his first. 

Tt was also the first for the produce 
of Bunty Lawless, the stallion which has 
come to reign in all the Dominion as the 
top sire. Back in 1938 Bunty Lawless 
himself won the King’s Plate. and since 
1942 he has been sending sons and daugh- 
ters after the premiere Canadian event 
without suecess. There was Windfields 
for one. a colt that many thoueht would 
have won had he tried for it in 1946. But 
Mr. Tavlor decided instead to give Wind- 
fields a New York career. and so passed 
up the Plate chance. 

Not in many years had the King’s Plate 
fever been as high as in 1949. And it 
came because of two horses. Epic and 
Speedy Irish. Epic was looked upon as 
sort of an invader. Speedy Irish as the 
home boy ready to defend the honors. 


THE PRELIMINARIES. Epic. bred 
by Mr. Taylor. is out of the mare Fairv 
Imp. by *Gino. He hadn't raced in 1948 
because he was a big 2-year-old and 
Trainer Alexandra decided not to rush 
him. When the Taylor horses were 
shipped to Santa Anita Park last winter. 
Epic went along. It was there Alexondra 
started to prepare him for the King’s 
Plate. Word did come through occasion- 
ally to Toronto that the Taylor colt had 
the looks, the conformation and the speed. 
Then back to New York he went with 
the Taylor horses for further training. 


And the word continued to come through, 
each report more glowing than the one 
previous. 

On to Toronto then, two weeks before 
the big race. The first look at him at 
Woodbine Park convinced the experts this 
fellow had about everything that was 
needed. 

In the meantime, however the candidates 
at home were going through their paces. 
Speedy Irish. top-ranking Canadian-bred 
2-vear-old of 1948 was doing splendid 
work at Long Branch track. His record 
of five wins in six starts late last season 
was convincing. 

Slowly then, as race day approached, 
the issue became one of Epic and Speedy 
Irish. with Bunty Line, another Bunty 
Lawless produce, as the one most likely 
to upset the two choices if there was to 
be an upset. 

The Plate Trials, six-furlong tests a 


week before the King’s Plate itself. saw 
Epic win one division and Speedy Trish 
the other. That further accentuated the 
two-horse struggle. 


THE RACE. Then came Plate Day it. 
self. The 38.000 fans took up vantage 
points to see the classic. The crowd hard- 
ly met the expectations of the Ontario 
Jockey Club management. who had ex. 
pected close to 50,000. 


Thirteen horses finally accepted the 
starting issue. Speedy Irish and Epic, as 
expected, carried the bulk of the public 
money. the first-named at 6 to 5, and 
Epic at 7 to 5. 

The race was run as most everyone 
expected. Epic, who had shown he could 
leave the gate and set the pace in the 
Plate Trial, did just that in the Plate 
itself, that is after letting Bolaris set the 
pace part of the way. On the other hand 
Speedy Irish, a slow starter, was just that, 
too. He was last out of the gate, last for 
a long way down the backstretch. 

When Epic moved to the lead coming 
out of the backstretch, Speedy Irish start- 
ed his move from the rear. Epic had two 
lengths over his nearest rivals as_ the 
straightaway was reached. Speedy Irish

Pensive Dies of 
Sudden Illness 


On the morning of Thursday, May 19, 
the young Calumet Farm stallion Pensive 
showed signs of illness. About midnight 
that night he died. The post-mortem exam- 
ination next day. as reported by the at- 
tending veterinarian. Dr. Arthur Davidson, 
indicated the cause of death as “mesen- 
teric strangulation of the anterior portion 
of the small intestine.” 


Pensive first gained fame as the winner 
of the 1944 Kentucky Derby. His death 
came less than two weeks after the 1949 
Kentucky Derby. in which Ponder won 
for him his first laurels as a sire.

As said. “he came, he saw. he con- 
quered”. It was a brief stay in Canada. 
but a highly successful one. 


“He is a faster horse than Windfields.” 
trainer Alexandra said a month ago. If 
this proves to be so, then Epic may dur- 
ing his career easily become the leading 
Canadian money winner of all time. That’s 
the read that lies ahead of him. He may 
make it. Again he may not. These roads 
to Turf success so often are marked with 
pitfalls. 


Foaled in 1941 at Calumet Farm, Pen. 
sive was by the great English sire Hyper- 
ion out of *Penicuik 2nd, by Buchan, sec. 
ond dam the Oaks winner and good pro- 
ducer Pennycomequick, by Hurry On. 
*Penicuik 2nd was purchased privately 
by Arthur B. Hancock from Lord Astor, 
then bred to Hyperion and brought to 
Mr. Hancock’s Claiborne Stud at Paris, 
Ky. Later in the year (1940) she was 
sold privately to Mr. Wright. who thus be- 
came the official breeder of Pensive. (Mr. 
Hancock also had a hand in Pensive’s 
first stud success. At Doncaster in 1922 
he bought a yearling filly, *Erne. “on her 
looks.” and *Erne’s granddaughter Miss 
Rushin produced Ponder as her first foal.) 


Pensive began his racing career by win- 
ning his first two starts at Belmont Park. 
running six furlongs in 1:10 and beating 
Bv Jimminy for his second victory. In his 
other three starts at two he was third in 
the Champagne and Oden Bowie Stakes, 
fourth in the Futurity. At three his five 
victories included the Rowe Memorial 
Handicap, Kentucky Derby. and Preak- 
ness Stakes. After the Preakness his for- 
tunes waned as those of his stablemate 
Twilight Tear rose. He was second in 
the Belmont Stakes. third in the Classic. 
fourth in the American Derby. Early in 
September he was back at Calumet Farm. 
and in the spring of 1945 he entered the 
stud. His earnings were $167,715. 


He was at first not popular with breed- 
ers. and there were only eight foals in 
his first crop. At two last year. four of 
them started, but none was a_ winner. 
Ponder this year became his first winner 
and went on to score a surprising victory 
in the Derby, his fourth win. Last week 
at Detroit his second winner showed up. 
Dixiana’s 2-year-old filly Wondring. out 
of Sub Rosa, by Balladier. 


Relic Retired 


The 4-year-old colt Relic has been re- 
tired from racing and is at Mrs. Edward 
S. Moore’s Circle M Farm, Lexington. 
One of his legs began looking suspicious. 
it was reported by Dan B. Midkiff. the 
Circle M manager, and it was decided 
to retire him to the stud. 


At two, in 1947, the son of War Relic 
—Bridal Colors, by Black Toney, won the 
Hopeful Stakes, was second in the Sara- 
toga Special.

Olympia Runs Mile in 1:35, 
But the Race Was a Mile Plus 


Olympia _ probab- 
ly will not finish as 
the top 3-year-old 
of 1949. but for the 
first six months of 
the year he has 
been the focal point 
Winning or losing, the 
F. W. Hooper colt puts up a stout battle 
as far as he can go. At two, last year. he 
performed very creditably. This year at 
three he has been the one to beat in each 
of his starts. His successes have greatly 
outnumbered his failures. though his 
speed and class make some of his losses 
seem more spectacular than some of his 
wins. Because of his near championship 
stature. he has been under considerably 
more pressure than his rivals. 

After the Kentucky Derby. which turned 
out to be a quarter-mile too far for him. 
he was reserved from the Preakness and 
did not come out again until the Withers 
Stakes at Belmont Park. For him this 
was the equivalent of a mile workout: he 
finished the eight furlongs in 1:3644, was 
six lengths ahead of the second horse. 


Trainer Ivan Parke. who has done an 
excellent job of keeping Olympia at top 
form throughout a rigorous schedule. de- 
cided to chance 114 miles again in the 
Jersey Stakes. at Garden State Park on 
May 28. His most formidable opposition 
seemed likely to come from Isidor Bie- 
ber’s Palestinian, which was among those 
passing Olympia in the Derby stretch. 
and subsequently had come within a head 
of beating Capot in the Preakness. 

Capot was not in the Jersey to nag the 
son of *Heliopolis—Miss Dolphin into 
defeat after a mile, as he had in the Der- 
by. Without such help, Trainer Parke 
might reasonably have assumed. the late- 
finishing Palestinian might have trouble 
catching the Hooper colt. 


of his division. 


But there was another son of *Helio- 
polis in the race. and if he did not last 
into the winner’s circle himself. he hung 
on grimly enough to keep Olympia out 
of it. This was Colonel Mike (*Helio- 
polis--Aero). trained by Eugene Jacobs. 
brother to Hirsch Jacobs. Palestinian’s 
trainer. Colonel Mike never got closer 
than a length to Olympia. but he never 
let up prodding. and after eight furlongs 
in 1:35 (the track record is 1:3724). 
Olympia was pretty well spent. and there 
were two furlongs to go. 


Colonel Mike was used up. too (he fin- 


ished six lengths back of Olympia), but 
Palestinian was a running horse at this 
point. He made up a deficit of three 
lengths (he had stayed closer to the pace 
than usual). to pull even with Olympia. 
added a length and a half to that, and 
won in 2:0144. a new track record. Cita- 
tion had established the former record 
of 2:03 under 126 pounds last year. 


The winner got in the race at 114 
pounds. 12 below Olympia. His defeats 
in the Derby and the Preakness had en- 
abled him to drop the 12 pounds because 
he had not won $10.000 in first money. 
or $7.500 twice. One Hitter. which Green- 
tree ran instead of Capot. was fourth. Air 
Attack was fifth. 

There was straight and place betting 
only in the Jersey Stakes. and an oddity 
in the mutuel prices resulted: Olympia 
was the 4-to-5 favorite, which was to be 
expected. Apparently everybody thought 
he would be minus in the place, so they 
bet on Palestinian to finish second. Re-

DOUBLE DOUBLE. Alfred Vander- 
bilt, who runs into droughty spells some- 
times, has built up a comfortable mar- 
gin of success on eastern tracks this sea- 
son. The first gains came when Loser 
Weeper won the Metropolitan Handicap 
on one Saturday (May 14) and the Val. 
ley Forge Handicap on the next. 

His 2-year-old filly Bed 0’ Roses (Rose- 
mont—Good Thing, by Discovery) was 
the next to win two in a row. Her vic- 
tories came only three days apart. On 
May 25, at Belmont Park, she won the 
filly division of the National Stallion 
Stakes. and at Garden State. on May 28.

Palestinian’s sire) to Coal- 
town was off 13th in the field of 14, moved 
up on the outside on the far turn, had a 
half-length lead over Mrs. W. M. Jef- 
fords’ Adile at the top of the stretch. won 
over the Jeffords filly by the same margin. 
C. V. Whitney’s Jazz Baby was third. 


It was Calumet’s second win in_ the 
CCA Oaks—Twilight Tear was the vic- 
tress in 1944. And it was the second 
for a filly named Wistful: The first run- 
ning of the race (it then was called the 
Coaching Club Handicap) in 1917 was 
won by James Butler’s Wistful. a filly by 
*Star Shoot—Witfull. by Mirthful. She 
was bred by John E. Madden, trained by 
J. McCormack. and ridden by W. J. 
O’Brien. The distance in 1917 was differ- 
ent—it was nine furlongs then. And the 
prize money was shorter, too—Wistful No. 
1 earned $2.300; Wistful No. 2 got 
$48.700.

Trainer Hirsch Jacobs, famous as the man who 
claimed Stymie for $1,500, last year ran the risk 
of being further known as the man who lost 
Palestinian in a claiming race. In his first six 
starts the son of Sun Again—Dolly Whisk was 
on the selling block at prices ranging from $7.500 
to $12,500. But nobody took him, and any his- 
tory that is to be made by Palestinian will be 
under the auspices of Mr. Jacobs and his partner, 
Isidor Bieber. 

Most impressive, or at least the most lucrative, of 
the seven races won at two by Palestinian was 
the mile-and-70-yard Endurance Handicap, at 
Bowie. which he took by five lengths over Double 
Brandy, Gnu. Galloping Gus, and others. This 
was his only stakes start of the year, and it seemed 
to betoken that the colt might like the longer 
ranges of the 3-year-old division. (He also won 
at 14, miles last year.) 

This year he was in Olympia’s shadow early in 
the season, notably in the two Experimentals. 
but in the Wood Memorial, which he lost to the 
Hooper colt by a neck, he showed that at least 
he had no inferiority complex. Later he finished 
ahead of Olympia in the Kentucky Derby and 
the Preakness, finally handled him decisively in 
the Jersey Stakes. in track-record time. Under 
the allowance conditions of the race he carried 
114 pounds to Olympia’s 126, not having won 
$10.000. or $7,500 twice. 

The Jersey winner was foaled April 9, 1946, 
at Phil T. Chinn’s Old Hickory Farm, Lexington, 
where his dam was being boarded at the time. 
He is the first home-bred stakes winner for the 
Bieber-Jacobs combination, and the first winner 
of $100,000 to be bred by them. He is the 
first winner of $100.000 for Sun Again. owned 
by Calumet Farm. (Wistful, a daughter of Sun 
Again, has earned $91,810.) 

Dolly Whisk, dam of Palestinian. also is repre- 
sented at the races this year bv the 2-year-old 
winner Our Patrice (by Bull Lea). also bred 
by Bieber and Jacobs. She has a yearling filly 
by *Hypnotist 2nd. and was bred to Stymie this 
year. 

Leading up to the Jersey. his most important 
victory to date. Palestinian was second in the 
Wood Memorial and the Preakness Stakes. third 
in the Kentucky Derby.
